It is now IO o'clock a. rn. The flood has now lasted for 
hours, On March 25th the water bogan to flood the city and by 
noon it was sik feet deep in Third S i, and by night it was nim 
to ten feet deep in front of Hie Deckel Hotel. Below we wil 
give a brief ann unary of the flood. 
Without warning the water began coming down Jefferson 
and Main streets and every one began to hurry to a place of 
safety. People dodged into doorways aud into anything that 
was higher than th** street. Everything began to float down 
the streets. 
Homes were washed off their feed and wagons 
were overturned. 
The town was warned of th** danger by a newspaper at 
six o’clock a. rn. but the warning reached so few people that it 
was not generally known, and very few people had an oppor 
tunity to rnarih safety. 
Great blacks of pavement on Third street were torn up. 
Many of tin**! betag 15 feet square. Plate glass store fronts 
were broke* in by the force of Du* water, which rushed down 
the street with the fury of a mill race on a mad 
rampage. 
Everywhere was a scurry for safety. Horses were unhitched

Many of us* then] 
went back into the Beckel flute! while many climbed into the 
other buildings and by building a platform across the alley 
escaped into the New City National Bank building which was 
concrete and tire proof. The management of the Beckel Hotel 
served stied watches at noon, and at 1:30 served a hot dinner 
under many difficulties, and we thank them tor the way they 
took care rn their guests, The water rose steadily all day and 
had not reached the crest at dark, Many o! the guests of the 
hotel took their blankets from their heils and hurried down tho

Zanesville in Ruins 


Zanesville, O., March 28,—(via telephone to Pittsburg) 
It is believed here that 150 lives have been lost in the disastrous 
flood now holding this city and vicinity in its grasp. < >ver half 
Die town has been under 30 feet of water. 
Fifteen thousand people are homeless. A score of build­ 
ings weakened by the water, collapsed. 
Under tin* direction 
of the food supply committee of Pittsburg, organize d to aid vic- 
fims of the Ohio floods, the steamer “ Dewey” left Pittsburg 
this morning for this city, loaded •with provisions and clothing. 
It is proposed, however, to extend aid to ail intermediate points 
in distress. 
’The Muskingum and Licking rivers are still rising here. 
Relief is needed at once. 
Only one telephone line connects 
Zanesville with the outside world and fails frequently. 
The 
weather has turned cold and the homeless are suffering in- 
tensely. The food supply is almost exhausted, From the hills 
around Zanesville the survivors of the rush of waters looked 
down upon a scene of utmost desolation. What had been two 
rivers are death dealing, property destroying streams. 
Over 
ive hundred homes have been swept away. Although many 
arsons were saved, it is believed 150 is a conservative estimate 
of I Ii** falalil ies. 
Late yesterday two young men in a skiff rescued eight 
persons from roofs of their homes. As the boat struggled in the 
swift flood waters it was suddenly upset. 
All the occupants 
were swept to their deaths. 
M ore than thirty bodies were seen floating in the raging 
waters but it was impossible to reach any of them with safety.

The Boones on tho street are something terrible, people are 
screaming and fighting against t he flood, have finally been forc­ 
ed to give up and drown. On Main St., a large building occupied 
by a cafe, a harness building and a cloak and suit bouse collaps­ 
ed, and we have every reason to believe that many people went 
down to their death with the wreckage of this building. 
At 
Third and St. Clair Sts. another building fell, occupied by Bark­ 
han]! and Boilerman but we have no way of knowing if any 
were killed and injured. 
While we are waiting for rescue we sit about and wonder 
what the outside world knows about our plight, how many anx­ 
ious persons walked the floor in all parts of this country all of 
last night wondering as to the safety of their loved ones who 
were known to be iii Dayton at this time. No one eau estimate 
the financial loss to the merchants of this city. Many of them 
will be ruined. Every business house is practically wiped out. 
The loss to the city is something enormous, and the city al 
ready must be bankrupt.

Mr, b u I lerton says that the loss in West Columbus is placed 
at from one hundred to two thousand and that all estimates are 
the merest guesswork. 
The loss of property, it is apparent to all, is terrific in its 
immensity, but the loss of life cannot be even intelligently esti­ 
mated until the debris is removed and a census taken of the 
stricken West Side. 
The main section of Columbus did not suffer except in the 
loss of conveniences.

Four telephones with 
two operators on each phone have proven unequal to handling 
the calls in and out of relief headquarters. 
The officers of the organization and their assistants have 
devoted their entire time and energy to the work of relief. 
Nobly as the business men have worked day and night at 
headquarters it has not exceeded the grand work of individuals 
throughout the city and county who haw quietly performed 
their several tasks and brought the results to headquarters to 
be disposed of by the committee.

enacted on February 19, 1913, says 
the Chillicothe Advertiser, 
Just before President T aft went 
our of office, he signed a bill passed 
by Congress, m aking it a federal of­ 
fense, for any one to break into a 
ear which contained interstate m er­ 
chandise, 
This act is to punish the unlawful 
breaking of seals of railroad cars 
containing 
interstate 
or 
foreign 
shipments, the unlaw ful entering of 
such cars, the stealing of freight and 
express packages or baggage or a r­ 
ticles in progress of transportation in 
interstate shipments, arni the felon­ 
ious asportation of such freight or 
express packages or baggage on a r ­ 
ticles therefrom into another 
dis­ 
trict of the United States, and the 
felonious possession or reception of 
th*' Manse. 
The penalty in each case where 
the above law is broken is a fine of 
not more than $5,000 and imprison­ 
m ent not more than ten years or 
lK>th.

communication 
with Columbus has still further han­ 
dicapped the seekers after news. Chil­ 
licothe has one telephone wire in ser­ 
vice- —the one to W ashington aud 
that one wire is crowded with mes­ 
sages. 
The work of seeking after the news 
is kept up day and night under the 
most trying conditions and the best 
obtainable is gathered and given to 
the public. 
Flood news has absolutely crowd­ 
ed all other news off of what few 
wires that are still working and no 
tit tempt is made by any of the news 
gathering agencies to get news of 
the outside happenings. 
Difficult as it is to get flood news 
other news is impassible to obtain.

DAYTON IS STAGGERING 
TOWARD RECONSTRUCTION 


W ith I ho imam!® of United States m antles, Ohio National 
guards aud regular® patroliag the m utilated streets, and with 
the search for bodies still continuing, Dayton is now struggling 
to a lull realization of the terrifie flood which struck the town 
and laid ii waste. 
Tin* number of dead is now estim ated as low as 400, and 
indications are th at it will not exceed a few bund rod at least. 
M any bodies are believed to have been carried into the river, as 
sthe number of missing is increasing bonair. 
A eon rn Ie reports from those who v ialed the wrecked city 
place the high-water m ark on tin* main streets at IO to 15 feet, 
and every basement and first floor in the business district is 
despoiled. Many buildings were underm ined and the walls have 
cracked. 
Not a single glass remains in tile business section on the 
first floors, and goods of alt descriptions litter the streets. 
* 
Great blocks of the paved at reeds have been torn up and 
Bint keel in piles, and the sidewalks in countless places are cut, 
broken and stacked up where tin* current caught them aud 
w ashed them out. 
Everywhere one looks tho town is desolate and shattered. 
The Main street bridge was saved, 
A string of street cars 
rests upon it- 
In the residence section houses are upside-down 
in tile streets, and twisted and wrecked. 
Some three of tile large business blocks near the Beckel 
lintel block were burned to the w ater line with no means of 
co iii hat tug the flames. 
Great gullies have been washed in some of the streets, and 
few persons are permitted to enter the business section. 
Everywhere m artial law prevails, ami suffering is intense. 
it will he a week or ten days before Dayton citizens will Im* 
able to take care of themselves again, it is claimed. 
Women 
iud children walked the streets Friday with very little clothing 
Thens of thousands depend on provisions shipped in. Men 
who were w orth tens of thousands of dollars, are worse than 
penniless. 
Hundreds have nothing except the clothing on 
their hacks, 
Strong men have been seen to break down and 
cry like children as they realized their penniless condition. 
Several W ashington citizens visited the place Friday, se­ 
cured Red Cross badges and went about the town. 
One man 
saw an automobile strike a boy, knock him across the street, 
and kill him. 
Countless carcasses of dead anim als litter the 
city. Sixty-th roe head of horses died in one livery barn. 
The warning issued early before the levee broke is said 
lo Ii ave been responsible for those in the m ost dangerous parts 
the city fleeing to points of safety. 
W estern D ayton was 
tint as hard hit as ai first believed. 
The reason no accurate inform ation could be obtained 
from the center of the city was due to the fact th at for two 
days boats could not penetrate within half a milt* of it. 
As late as Friday the Enquirer, Commercial Tribune and 
other newspapers estim ated the loss as high as 3000, and the 
* -cap* of 
many is regarded as a miracle

INDIANA CITIES AND 
TOWNS SUFFER TERRIBLY 
Peru. Indiana, seems to have been, perhaps, the worst 
sufferer from tin* floods which sewtp that state. 
As yet it is impossible to secure only scant information, 
but according to dispatches sent out from Indianapolis the 
dead in Peru and other Indiana cities will probably reach 500. 
Thousands of survivors have been sent out of the flooded cities 
to places of safety in nearby towns. A great many deat hs from 
exposure occurred after tin* victim s we erreseued from watery 
graves. 
Disease also broke out among tin* refugees crowded 
in buildings on high ground, especially at Peru, where fifty 
cases of diphtheria, measles and mumps were reported among 
tho destitute. In the court house it was necessary to quaran­ 
tine a portion of the building. 
Two thousand people were huddled in the court house* 
and square at Peru, wine Ii was three miles from dry land. 
There was no heat, light or water and the sanitary conditions 
were horrible. E ight carloads of provisions, the first to reach 
Peru, constituted tin* first consignment for relief.

\\ hilt* The H erald on F riday carried estimate® of eye w it­ 
nesses and survivors of the Dayton flood placing the loss of life 
at about KKR) the Cincinnati E nquirer and other city papers 
were claim ing that the death total in Dayton would total 3000 
and placing the property loss at $25,OOO,OOO. 
Lieutenant Gay hart who was sent by Governor Cox to 
Dayton to investigate and estim ate the loss of life Thursday 
night wired tin* Governor that the loss of life, from the best 
inform ation lie could obtain was 2000 in N orth Dayton and 
1000 in other places. 
Even yet nothing but the merest guess on the loss of life 
is obtainable. 
Many bodies, it is thought, have been washed 
away by the floods and only time and thorough search will 
tell the awful total, 
Zanesville’s loss is estim ated at 150 by the Cincinnati 
papers of F riday while Chairm an Ben Straus of the Citizens 
Committee at H am ilton placed the loss of life iu th a t city at 
2000 on Friday morning. Chief of Police Zeller of Ham ilton, 
who was reported to have comm itted suicide, is alive and well. 
Those who go now to D ayton after the flood has subsided 
are as little able to give an intelligent estim ate of the loss of 
life us are those who passed through the ordeal of the flood. 
It seems now that Die most conservative estim ate is that 
of the undertakers who judging from the bodies cared for place 
Ute loss of lift* a t 8(X) in Dayton. 
E arly reports of the num ber of dead founded on known 
facts of flood and fire seem to have been exaggerated. 
As the w aters subsided and the work of rescue and relief 
goes on by those in authority more reliable estim ates will be 


obtainable. 
No out* can yet give any reliable estim ate of the loss in 
life in any of the stricken cities; the only hope is th at it is not 
as had as reported at first*
